ALBANY, Sept. IS. William Sul-

zer, governor of New York, charged
by tlie assembly with high crimes
ami misdemeanors, failed to appear
in person today before the court of
impeachment when it convened to
begin the trial to determine his
guilt or innocence. Instead, his at- - !

torneys entered a "special appear- - ,

a nee" on the government's behalf j

and challenged the organization of!
the court and its jurisdiction over
the accused.

Objections of counsel were swept f

aside temnorarilv bv Chief Justice
Kdgar M. Cullen of the court of
appeals, presiding, and the impeach-
ment tribunal proceeded to organize.

The first challenge came when
Senator James J. Frawley was called'
upon to take oath. Frawley, as'
chairman of the legislative commit- - j

tee, lurnisned the evidence upon
which the assembly board of man-
agers based the charges against the
executive.

Admitting the right of challenge.
Judge Cullen ruled the members of
the court must be sworn before
those proceedings were taken and
Frawley took the oath. Judge Her-ric- k

announced that Senators Rams-perg- er

and Sanner. members of the
Frawley committee and Majority
Leader Wagner would be challenged
at the proper time. The committee
appointed to draft the rules of pro-
cedure practically completed its
work tonight.

Acting- - Lieut. Governor Robert F.
Wagner called the senate to order as
a. court at 11:05 o'clock this morning
in the senate chamber, counsel for
both sides seated in semi-circul- ar

space between dais and senators'
chairs.

Counsel for the assembly board of
managers included Alton 15. Parker.
John It. Stanchfield, Kdgar T. Brack-
en. Eugene Lamb. Richards, Isadore
J. Kresel and Hiram C. Tobb. Hulz-er- 's

counsel included D. Cady Her-ric- k,

Irving G. Vann, Austen G. Fox,
Harvey D. Hinman and Roier P.
Clark. All senators, except John C.
Fitzgerald, who is ill, answered the
roll call, and the committee was in-
formed that the court of appeals was
ready. Then a silent wait and at
12:02, nine judges filed in. Senators
and spectators rose, while Wagner
welcomed the court. Judge Cullen
was presented with a gavel, which
he brought down, declaring court
convened. Only Judge Gray, who is
abroad, was absent. Oath of office
was then administered to the pre-
siding' chief judge. Cullen declared
the high court duly convened. With
consent of both sides. Justice Hiscock
and Chase and Miller, members of
the court of appeals, were permitted
to sit.

The question over particijiation of
Judges Miller. Chase and Hiscock
was raised as they had been ap-
pointed to the bench while othrrs
were elected. Sulzer was impeach-
ed by the assembly at an f.ll night
session on the 12th and 13th Hit.
Just before the impeachment he de-
nied the improper use of campaign
contributions. Subsequently, it was
explained by friends that it was Mrs.
Sulzer . who speculated without the
governor's knowledge. He may be
removed and disqualified from hold-
ing office, if found guilty.

This is the extreme penatly, and
the court may fix a lighter one if
it chooses. A two-thir- ds vote of
those present .is. necessary to con-
vict.

"American settlers are united in
declaring they are in no danger eith-
er of life or property," wrote
O'Brien. "They were not molested
by either of the contending forces
in Sonera; the constitutionalists in
control of the Yauqi valley have
shown them every consideration and
endeavored to protect them; none
of the settlers would have left ,ut
for the urgent demand of Messrs.
Vail and Henley; Vail declared he
had telegrams from Washington, the
contents of which appeared to make
it urgent that the settlers leave at
once.

"Perishable property valued at
more than $ 1.5h0,0imi was thus hastily
abandoned and now there is great j

danger of theft and destruction.
"I merely followed instructions

from the state department at Wash-
ington which was to bring them
out." said Vail, who was here to-
day on his way to Tucson, Arizona.
"Mexico is no place for American
women and children. I do not think
the men are in danger."

Tales of Outrages
NEW YORK. Sept. IS. A dozen

American refugees who arrived today
from Tampico on the steamship
Santiago told of the dangers they
had escaped in Mexico. Mrs. Lillian
Gonzales, a widow and a native of
Atlantic City, said she was forced
to flee for her life from San Luis
Potosl. "Hands of rebels threatened
my house," said Mrs. Gonzales, "and
I had to use fire arms several times
to protect myself. The coast towns
are rpiiet but there are stories com-
ing from the interior continually of
outrages committed by the soldiers
in the interior. Bert Legleiz. a. resi-
dent of New Orleans, who fled from
his plantation about 100 miles north
of Tampico, said:

"Just before I left a neighbor told
me that a man who owns the next
plantation crawled over to his place
to bring word that bandits had
broken into his house the night be-

fore, tied him to a bed post and
maltreated his wife before his eyes
until she died. After several hours
effort he untied himself and went
for aid."

Protest Is Withdrawn
DOUGLAS, Sept. IS Constitu-

tionalist leaders were advised today
that Mexicans had withdrawn their
protest made yesterday to officials
at Washington and Phoenix regard-
ing the punishment of the American
cowboys for throwing down the Mex-
ican flag at Pirtleville. It is said
the matter should not be considered
of an international nature. The pro-
test was withdrawn.

Diaz to Return
MEXICO, Sept. IV. Instructions

have been sent by Iluerta to General
Felix Diaz, who is now in Europe,
to return to Mexico immediately. lie
Is expected to sail within a few
days. This fact was learned from
high authority and is regarded here
as indicating that Iluerta intends to
abide by the pact signed at the
American embassy last February that
he would place no obstacle in . the
path of Diaz in his candidacy for

Sulzer to Make
Fight of His Life
Against Tammany

(Special to The Republican.)
ALBANY, X. Y.. Sept. IS. The im-

peachment proceedings against Gov-

ernor Sulzer lias aroused intense pub
lic interest. Since the fight against

ulzer is beins carried on by Tam- -

rr.any Hal!. Sulzer finds public sym-

pathy in his favor. Although the
legislature is controlled by Tammany,
the Tammany strength in the senate
in not sufficient to remove the gov-

ernor unless the charges against him
are substantiated.

Sulzer has employed some of the
very ablest lawyers in the state of
New York to defend bis case.
Among them is William T. Jerome,
frrmer district attorney in New York
city. Sulzer undoubtedly will make
the fight of his life. Chief Justice
Cullen of the New York court of ap-

peals, whose fairness is unquestioned,
presides at the trial.

Stripped of their legal verbiage,
the articles of impeachment against
Governor Sulzer are as follows:

1 That Governor Sulzer, in filing
his statement of campaign expenses.

forth that his entire receipts were
$.S,4ti0 and his expenditures $7,724;
that this statement "was false ;uid in-

tended by him to be false;" that his
l:st of receipts failed to include eleven
specific contributions, ranging in
amount from $10 to $2. .",0a.

2 That Governor Suizer attaches
to his statement of campaign ex-

penses an affidavit declaring that the
statement was "a full and detailed
statement of all moneys received or
contributed or expended by him di
rectly or That this affi-
davit "was false and was cuiruptly
made by him," and that he was
'guilty of willful and corrupt per-
jury."

:: That Governor Sulzer "was
guilty of mal and eorupt conduct in
his office as governor and was guilty
ol bribing witnesses." The specific
charge is that while the Frawley
committee was investigating the gov-

ernor's campaign accounts he "fraud-
ulently induced" three witnesses (his
campaign manager, a personal friend
and a stock broker "to withhold their
testimony from said committee."

4 That the governor was guilty of
"suppressing evidence" in violation of
the state penal law. The specific
charge is that he "practiced deceit
and fraud and used threats and men-
aces with intent to prevent the Fraw-
ley committee from jirocuring the at-

tendance and testimony of certain
witnesses."

5 That the governor was guilty of
"preventing and dissuading a witness
fiom attending under a subpoena"

f the Frawley committee.
The witness referred to is Frederick
L. Colwell, alleged to have acted as
Sulzer's agent in certain stock trans-
actions.

G That prior to his election the
governor appropriated campaign con-

tributions to his own use, "and used
the same, or a large part thereof,
in speculating in stocks and
thereby stole such checks and was
guilty of larceny."

7 That Governor Sulzer promised
and threatened to use the authority
and influence of his office for the
I urpose of affecting the vote or poli-
tical action of certain public officers,
including two assemblymen.

8 TJiat the "corruptly used his
authority as governor to affect the
prices of securities on the New York
stock exchange, in some of which he
v. as speculating."

Dublin Strike May
Mean Birth ofNew

Party In Ireland

DCHLIN. Sept. Is. The strike of
the transport workers is believed by
some to indicate the birth of an Irish
labor party, destined to wipe out
many traditional lines of cleaveage in
political, religious and industrial life
in Ireland. The historic and bitter
feud between the nationalist residents
and members of the ruyal Irish con- -
Fta in ulary added to the ferocity of
the street fighting during the riots,
but the strike itself is a c'.ear-ei- ii

issue between employer and em-- e

empl over the question of labor
unionism.

The master mind f the street car
men's side of the controversy is
James Larkin. a ph ttU'esque charnc-nnio- n

ter, who imbibed the principles
while working in th steel mills in
the Unit, d States.

Larkin is not even an Irishman,
having begun his career on the Liver-
pool docks. I le believes in the conti-
nental ami American methods of con-
ducting strikes and lias no sympathy
with the nationalist aspirations, whicn
are so dear to the hearts of many fol-

lowers. He soon broke from the slow,
conservative methods of the Irish
labor leaders and proceeded to or-

ganize the transport workers' in Dub-
lin on a similar bo-si- to organizations
in the United States. His efforts met
with bitter opposition from the em-
ployers.

Larkin was boycotted by all. the
Irish press and several powerful or-

ganizations which put home ru!e
above everything else, but in spite of
the opposition he has rallied about
him a force that promises to de-

velop a political party.
Should home rule in Ireland be-

come an actuality the far-seein- g Irish
politicians believe the new govern-
ment will find fresh alignment in
the parties organized of a basis of
economic d if fereiices.

Senate .Hill Makes Many
Changes Over House Hill
and Agreement Hetween
Conferees May He Hard
to Reach Quickly

has now entered upon its last legis- - !

lative stage. It was passed by the
senate on September !th by a vote
of 41 to :T. Two democrats Sena- - j

tors Ransdell and Thornton of
Louisiana. voted against because of
its sugar provisions, and Senators '

Poindexter, progressive, and La
lette. republican, voted for it. The J

bill is now in the bands of a con- - j

ference committee made up of rep- - ;

resentatives of the senate and house,!
in winch the differences between the
bill as it passed the house and as
it passed the senate are being ad-
justed. It is expected that the con-
ference report will be adopted by
both houses within a few days and
then the bill will go to the president
for his signature.

The senate bill makes a consider-
able number of changes over the
house bill. It further reduces the
average rate of duty, adds some im-
portant items to the free list, and
increases the rates of tax on large
incomes. On the whole it is a bet-
ter and more consistent measure than
the house bill.

the passage of the bill in the sen-ov- er

ate is hailed by Democrats all
the country as the fulfilment of their
platform and campaign pledges. There
is no question that in one respect
that is true. The democrats pledged
themselves in their national platform
and on the stump all over the coun-
try to revise the tariff downward and
to make a substantial reduction in
the existing rates of duty. They
stirely have done that. Their bill, as
it stands, effects a reduction of about
25 per cent. The average ad val-
orem duty under the Payne-Aldric- h

law is something over r.o per cent.
Under the Wilson-Underwoo- d law it
will be less than 25 per cent. The
cut is made all down the line. It
affects every schedule except those,
dealing with pure luxuries. It is a.

genuine, far-reachi- ng and effective
reduction, and that part of the dem-
ocratic promise is fulfilled.

Hut the country is .much more in-

terested in seeing whether or not
the measure will prove an equal ful-
fillment of the other part of the
democratic tariff pledge.
